AIR DISASTER. 


FAMOUS ITALIAN ACE 
BURNED TO DEATH 


New York Sept. 2. 
. Marquls De Pinedo, the Itallan 
alr aco, waa killed to-day, in taking 
off for Baghad on an attempt to 
beat the long distance flight record 
at present held by the French 
fiyors, Codos and Rossl, 

Marquis de Pinedo prepared for 
the fight with the utmost secrecy 
nn thoroughness, He supervised 
the construction of the special 
Bollanca plane, carrying 1,000 
gallons of petrol with an estimated 
range of 7,600 miles : 

The plane was fitted with a robot 
pilot and slso an ingenious sen- 
sitised altimeter to squirt cold 
water on the face of the pilot at a 
low altitude and awake him if he 
was dozing. ee 

The Marquis taxied 2,000 fect, 
along the runway, ond was gathor- 
ing speed when tho, plano skidded 
into the rough. He endeavoured 
to bring the plano back. to the 
runway, but erashed into ‘a fence 
alongside the Administration 
Building. . 

The plane burst Into flame and 
the Marquis’s ‘screams were héard 
ashe tried to jump out of the 
cockpit. The machine immediately 
became a blazing inferno and there 
waa no chance to effect a reacue. 

The body, unrecognisably burn- 
ed, was found beside the wreckage. 
—Reuter. 

MM. Codos and Rossi captured 
the long-distance flight record 
from Britain, on August .7, when 
they landed at Rayak, Syria, after 
flying 6,667 miles from New York 
in 66 hours 560 minutes. Tho ma- 
chine they piloted had 2 G00 h.p. 
engine and a specd of 160 m.p.h.

General Leygues . 
Paris, Sept. 2, 

“The death occurred to-day of 
General Loygues, French Minister 
of Marine.—Reuter. - 

Georges Jean Claude Leygues, 
the French Statesman, was a Gas- 
con. He was born at Villenouve- 
sur-Lot, in November, 1857, A 
Inwyer by profession, he’ also 
wrote books and articles on art, 
literature, politica and travel. 

In 1889 he was clected to the 
Chamber for his home ' Depart- 
ment, Lot-et-Garonne. A leading 
adherent of the Republican Loft, 
joy- 
ernments from 1894 onwards, 
holding the portfolios of Educa: 
tion, the Interlor, the" Colonies 
and the Navy. 

, It was in’ Clemenceau’s 
ph Cabinet that he was Minister 
of Marine, 'He told the story of 
the forces under his contro! in 
the book “Les Marins de:-France,” 

For atime Vice-President of the 
Chamber, ho was chairman of the 
Foreign Affairs Commission from 
1916 to 1924. It was under his 
Miniatry that tho reform of secon- 
el gaaa was brought about 

When, in September, 1920; Mil- 
lorand beerimo President of the 
Republic in succession ‘to, Des- 
chanel, he selected . Leygues to 
succeed him in the Premiership. 
The Leygues government, how- 
ever, made Way on January 12, 
1921, for a Briand Ministry. In 
March, 1924, Loygues entered the 
reconstructed Cabinet of Potneare 
as Minister of the Interfor, but it 
only lasted until June. He then 
joined Briand as Minister of 
Marine in November 1925, and ro- 
tained the peer in all the govorn- 
ments that followed 
Herriot’s two-day Cabinet.
